Suppose again that we now grant all that

Fellow-citizen,'! of the United States: — 


In compliance with a custom as old as the 


government itself, I appear before, -you to 
address you briefly, and to take in your 
presence the oath prescribed by the constitu- 
tion of the United States to be taken by 
the president before he enters on the execu- 
tion of his office. 
I do not consider it ne- 


cessary at present for me to discuss those 
matters of administration about: which 
there is no special anxiety or excitement. 
Apprehension seems to. exist among the 
people of the sonthern states that by the 
accession of a republican administration, 
their property and their peace arid their 
personal security are to be endangered, but 
there has never been any reasonable ; cause 
for such apprehension ; indeed, the, most 
ample evidence to the contrary has! all the 
while existed and been open to'th'eirinspec- 
tion. 
' 


It is found in nearly all the published 


speeches of him who now. addresses you.— 
I do but quote from one of those speeches 
when I declare that I have no purpose, di- 
rectly or indirectly, to interfere with the in-, 
stitution of slavery. in the states where it 
exists. 1 believe I have no right, to do "so,; 
and I have no inclination to do so. Those 
who nominated and elected me did so with 
the full knowledge that, I had made this, 
and many such declarations, and had never 
recalled them. And more than this, they 
placed iu the platform for my acceptance^ 
a law to themselves. and to. me,,a clear and 
emphatic resolutions , which I now read: 


Resolved, That the;mainteriance inviolate 


of the rights of the states, and especially" 
the right of each state to order and control

They had entered together 
from the street, through a private passage 
way on the north side of the capitol. Po- 
lice officers being in attendance to prevent 
outsiders from crowding after them. 


The line of the procession was theu forra- 


'ed in the following order: Marshal of the 


- District of Columbia, jndges of the su- 


preme court, sergeant-at-arms of the senate,

the United States, President elect, Vice 
President, secretary of the senate, senators, 
diplomatic corps, heads of departments,

The inauguration of to- 
day makes the 8th ceremony of the kind at 
which Chief Justice Taney has officiated,

cessively to Presidents Van Buren, Tyler, 
Polk, Taylor, Fillmore, Pierce, Buchanan 
and Lincoln. 


The ceremony was exceedingly impres- 


sive. At the conclusion of the inaugura-
